Norman: Alan Benzley, 
27, of North Road, New- 
port, pleaded not guilty to 
selling, possessing and 
smoking a drug of addic- 
tion, stealing music equip- 
ment valued at $950, and! 
trespassing with intent to 
steal, 

Mr. -Scully sentenced 
Benzley to six months’ jail! 
on the selling charge. The 
other drug charges were 
withdrawn. 

Benzley was also sen- 
tenced to three months on. 
each of the stealing and 
trespassing charges, but 
these terms are concurrent 
with the six months’ drug 
sentence 

Benzley lodged an ap- 
peal against the sentence, 
but later withdrew it. 

Benzley, unemployed, 
appeared in court with his 
long brown hair tied back. 
He wore a suit. 

His mother, the first to 
give character evidence on 
his behalf, broke down on 
the way to the witness 
stand. 

She embraced him and 
wept but he did not re- 
spond. She assured Mr. D. 
Scully, SM, that she was 
“all right”, and would not 
pe emotional.’

In the stand she broke 
down again, she said she 
believed her son had gone 
wrong because she had

the drug for $1475 from 
someone he didn’t know in 
a Sunshine park. 

Const. Jones said two! 
buddha sticks were bought 
from Benzley that evening 
with three $10 notes 
marked by the police. 

Benzley remarked that 
the law against marijuana 
was unjust. 
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Questioned by Mr. Mar- 
tin Munz, for Benzley, 
Const. Jones said he 
thought Benziey “could 
not help himself. I believe 
lhe is addicted.” 

Senior Detective J. Hol- 
combe, of Laverton CIB 
told Mr. Scully Benzley 
admitted he was involved 
in the theft of several gui- 
tars, amplifiers and cas- 
sette radio stereos from 
the Altona Music Centre in 
Queen Street, Altona, on 
February 23. 

“He refused to give in- 
formation on anyone else 
implicated in the breaking. 

“When I asked about 
the incident, he said: ‘Pm 
not- sure if you have 
enough evidence Td 
like to talk to God before I 
tell you any more.’”

We’ve talked many 
times, but ‘The Major’ 
always has an answer.” 

Mr. Munz said Benzley 
had left school at Boort to 
‘become a clerk with the 
National Bank. He came 
second in the  bank’s 
school, but left to work 
for Commonwealth Sugar 
refineries for 214 years. 

“He intended becoming 
a computer operator but in 
1975 gave up work to live 
on a commune in the 
country. ° 

“He occasionally came 
to the city. to work, and 
eventually decided to say 
here.” 

Mr. Fred Manning, the 
owner of the music centre, 
told the court equipment 
valued at $950 was stolen 
from his shop, but $498 of 
that has been returned by 
Benzley — all in perfect 
order,
